Creator of 
“It” Dies at. 
Age of 78 


The death occurred yesterday, in 
2 London nursing home, of “ 
Elinor Glyn, at, the age of 79 years, 
all but a few weeks. 

Mrs. Elinor Clayton Glyn estab- 
lished her literary reputation with 
the novel “Three Weeks,’’ which 
shocked the world of our grand- 
mothers and . caused a storm. -It 
was considered so daring that 
many denounced it as immoral. 
Subsequently she was offered £10,000 
for the manuscript. 

Elinor Glyn led a life as glamorous 
as anything in her novels. She wag 
born at Jersey on October 17, 1864, 
and by the time she was 27 she 
was a travelled young woman of 
fashion with dazzling red hair and 
green eyes, She once recalled how 
four young Englishmen jumped jnto 
a lake in full evening clothes after 
quarrelling over her and then took 
baths in their host’s best champagne 
at the house where they were stay- 
ing. 

Among her early admirers were 
a peer, @ duke and a millionaire. 
Mr. Glyn died in 1915. 

Founder of the modern sex novel, 
she wrote more than 30 books. She 
went to Hollywood, and while author | 
and director of many big fi’ :; that 
came from America between 1920 | 
and 1930, she taught Rudolph 
Valentino to make love. She wrote 
the film “It,” and sponsored Clara 
Bow, the original “It,” girl, 

Elinor Glyn retained her startling 
beauty and exquisite charm and re- 
fused to grow old. She told women 
it was their duty to make the most 
of their appearance and that love 
was the greatest treasure in the. 
world.

Viscount Oranborne, replying in the House of Lords yesterday

answer to Lord Winster, who asked what was involved “in the 


surrender of the Italian Fleet.”’ 


Lord Cranborne said: “ The posi- 1) 
tion of the Italian Fleet now is 
this. It did not surrender. The 
Fleet moved to designated points 
under the terms of the armistice 
The future of the Italian Fleet is 
under consideration, but much de- 

ends on the extent to which the 
talian nation ‘co-operates against 
the ‘enemy.”’ 

Lord Strabolgi alleged that in 
the operations against Italy the 
Allies’ schedule had been too rigid. 
The ruin of the Fascist Party was 
one of the | ape events in European 
history and comparable with the 
fall. of the Bastille, but it did not 
seem to ripple the surface at Quebec 
or in London at all. 

Criticising Mr. Churchill for say- 
ing that the Allies should let the 
Italians ‘‘stew in their own juice”’ 
and that the Allies should ‘‘ stoke 
up the fires," Lord Strabolgi com- 
mented: “ The Germans rushed in 
and seized the kitchen, where they 
still are.”’ 

Forty days were lost ‘in which the 
Germans were able to reinforce, 
while the Allies repeated the parrot 
cry of ‘‘ unconditional surrender.”’ 
He criticised the Government for 
not sending immediate help to the 
Greek guerrillas in Crete and the 
Italians in Rhodes. 


Lord Hankey said the Italians 
had a very fine sense of honour, and 
he thought it was a mistake to 
insist so much upon unconditional 
surrender, which he described as 
a ‘humiliating and insulting 
phrase.” 

Viscount, Cranborne, replying, said 
that had the Allies called on the 
Italian nation to rise they might 
have produced absolute chaos. The 
Italians did not want to fight any- 
one; they were absolutely down and 
out, Unconditional sarrender and 
honourable capitulation were deemed 
to mean the same thing. 

He pointed out that the Germans 
had a garrison of seven thousand in 
Rhodes long before September 8. 
After the Italian armistice the Ger- 
mans were confronted by. an Italian 
garrison four times as large. 

“These Italians had shown us their 
intention of dealing with the Ger- 
mans, but when the time came the 
Italian commander threw in his hand 
and his troops surrendered. We could 
not haye anticipated that with a 
preponderance of nearly five to one 
the Italians would not have been 
able to deal with the situation.
